Claims 4-7, 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Zansky (4,370,600). 

Claims 8, 13, 18, 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 
as being clearly anticipated by Zansky (4,392,087). 

Claims 9, 11, 14-17, 19, 21, 23, 25-28 are objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be

allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

1) Anderson et al. discloses a stored charge inverter 
circuit with rapid switching. 

2) Van Meurs et al. disclose an electric arrangement for 
igniting and supplying a gas discharge lamp. 

3) Bruning et al disclose a power supply with energy storage 
for improved voltage regulation. 

4) MacAskill et al. disclose an electronic energization 
circuit that includes a transformer with a substantially 
rectangular hysteresis loop. 

5) Aimer ing et al. disclose a DC-AC converter for supplying 
a gas discharge lamp.
